This is submitted in response to the Official Action dated December 10, 2004. 

The Applicants acknowledge the double-patenting rejection of Claims 1,3-6 and 8-10 
over US Patent No. 6,420,01 1. The Applicants submit a duly executed Terminal Disclaimer and 
respectfully request that the double-patenting rejection be withdrawn. 

The Applicants acknowledge the rejection of Claims 1,3-6 and 8-10 under 35 U.S.C 
§103 as being obvious over US Patent No. 6,420,01 1. The Applicants note with appreciation the 
Examiner's helpful comments concerning removal of US '011 as a reference. In particular, the 
Applicants note the Examiner's comment that the rejection may be overcome by showing that the 
subject matter of the reference and the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, 
owned by the same person or subject to an object of assignment to the same person. 

The Applicants note that this is an application filed on or after November 29, 1999. The 
Applicants, therefore, respectfully submit that the 35 U.S.C. §103 rejection of Claims 1,3-6 and 8 



-10 may be overcome by demonstration that the subject matter of US ( 011 and the claimed 

invention were, at the same time the invention was made, subject to an obligation of assignment to 

the same person. Thus, for the record, the following statement is made: 

Application No. 09/980,651 and US Patent No. 6,420,011 were, at the time the 
invention of Application No. 09/980,65 1 was made, owned by Toray Industries, Inc. 

The Applicants enclose, for the Examiner's convenience, a print-out from the USPTO website 

showing that US Patent 6,420,01 1 is, in fact, assigned to Toray Industries, Inc. The Applicants also 

enclose a copy of the Applicants' original Assignment Recordal Sheet, again indicating that Case 

No. 09/980,65 1 is assigned to Toray Industries, Inc. The Applicants therefore respectfully request 

that the § 1 03 rejection be withdrawn. 

In light of the foregoing, the Applicants respectfully submit that the entire Application is now 

in condition for allowance, which is respectfully requested.
